Back to the Factory. 


The composer of “Teddy, the Tried 
¥ the True,”’ who is a bookkeeper in

stocking factory and who has never 

efore attempted to elect a President, 
Was not at the meeting. He had agreed 
to turn over a part of his royalties to 
the “Army's” officers, but \as_ the 
Postoffice Department got to Norris- 
town before the song was sold, there 
were no royalties. So the composer 
Gecided to let Roosevelt run his own 
¢ampaign and went back to his stock- 
Ings. 

There is no excitement in the city. 
JNorristown did not know it had been 
army until Inspector 
Cortelyou'’s men began to call the roll. 
There had been no flare of trumpets, 
ho iread of martial feet through the 
city’s thoroughfares. It seems that the 
Officers of the army had dispensed with 
‘fill ostentation and were simply and 
Quietly trying to sell that song.

In the face of the fact that there 
fe no Jonger any “army” to move 
f@gainst, itis not expected that -Roose- 
velt will send the Rough Riders to Nor- 
ristown. 

Why the Army Formed. 

As explained in the circular, which 
were asked to publish 
and which brought about the 
“Teddy's 
Army” was formed by certain admir- 
ers of President Roosevelt who want- 
ed all the other admirers in the coun- 
try to join them in launching a boom 
for a third term. The only condition 
of this amiable arrangement was that 
party of the second part—the 
“other admirers’’—purchase of the 
party of the first part—the original 
admirers—the song “Teddy, the Tried 
And the True,” at 25 cents per copy. 
The circular explained how arybody 
could become a “‘captain” in the army 
by selling 10 of these songs, which. 
to quote the circular again, the pub- 
lic would buy at sight. The music 
may have been good music—Norris- 
town has not heard it—but the verses 
—well, the verses were written by 
the bookkeeper in the stocking fac- 
tory, at odd moments, when he had 
nothing else to do.

Women Who Had Transgressed 
Tried to Jump From Ship.

RICHMOND, Va., May 9.—Mrs. Henry 
Stutz and her young sister, Miss Nellie 
Greenstreet, attempted suicide by jump- 
ing over the side of the Old Dominion 
steamship Berkeley. They were saved 
from death by the timely watchfulness 
of the steward of the boat and a negro 
porter, who caught hold of their dresses 
just as they were disappearing over the 
side. 

The two women, who are little more 
than girls, left Richmond Sunday night 
aboard the steamer Berkeley in company 
with John Miller and George Wright. 
They registered in the list of the ship's 
passengers as husbands and _ wives. 
They remained in Norfolk until last 
night when they again boarded the 
steamer on their way back to Rich- 
mond. 

Just as the passengers were leaving 
the boat the two women saw their 
father waiting for them at the gang- 
Plank. They rushed back through the 
Saloon and onto the deck and over the 
rail. When the steward and the porter 
clutched their gowns the women fought 
desperately and it was only after a 
prolonged struggle that they were at 
last gotten into a_ stateroom. Miller 
ran from the boat and escaped, but was 
later captured. Wright expressed his 
determination to stand by the women 
and ‘take the consequences of his acts.

A. L. Ewing, a gray-bearded carpen- 
ter, who sat in the foreman’s chair, was 
the first of the panel questioned by Mr.

E MYSTERY. 


Woman Much Like Her Was 
Seen Walking Near the 
River Des Peres. 


A man and a woman seen walking 
south of the River Des Peres April 2% 
may have been Miss Agnes Laurie anda 
an escort, the police think, and they 
have notified Henry Jeude, a milkman, 
who saw them, to go to the Four Courts 
and tell all he can about them. They 
hope to obtain from him some informa- 
tlon that may help clear the mystery 
around the death of Miss Laurie, who 
was found in the Mississippi River at 
the mouth of the Des Peres the same 
afternoon Jeude thinks he saw the 
couple. 

The inconsiderable quantity of water 
found in Miss Laurie's lungs convinced 
Deputy Coroner Lloyd that she had not 
died from drowning, and marks on her 
neck led him to believe she had stran- 
gled or had been garroted. He returned 
this verdict Wednesday afternoon. 

“Death resulted from asphyxiation, 
due to violence at the time, piace and 
hands of parties unknown.” 

Mrs. Sadie Doussel of 7802 Water 
Street, who is a daughter of the woman 
with whom. Miss Laurie boarded at 3303 
Morgan street, was told by Jeude of 
the couple he had seen, and it was 
through her the police obtained this 
clew. Mrs. Doussel mentioned to Jeude, 
When he delivered some milk a week 

ago, her mother’s interest in the case, 
and Jeude told her about the couple he 
had seen. 

Not Certain of Identity. 

The woman, he said, carried a black 
handBag, answering closely the descrip- 
tion of the one Miss Laurie carried the 
day she died, but when Mrs. Doussel de- 
scribed herself Jeude said he thought 
the woman he Saw Was younger and 
perhaps sle ‘nderer.

CAIN WIFE § 
MIN WEAKENED 


Mrs. Cora Eberle Sat With Her 
Baby in the Union Sta- 
tion Two Days. 


A laughing brown-hatred, brown-eyed 
baby dominates the infant ward at the 
City Hospital while her mother, irra- 
tional from long suffering and hunger, 
is confined on the floor above for ob- 
servation. For nearly 48 hours the un- 
fortunate woman sat in thé woman’s 
waiting room at the Union Station be- 
fore her pitiable condition was noticed 
by a woman traveler who first took up 
a collection and then called a station 
policeman’s attention to the case. 

Entered on the hospital records as 
Mrs. Cora Brown, the woman says her 
correct name is Mrs. Cora Eberle and 
that she game to St. Louis from Shel- 
don, Mo, in an endeavor to find a 
home for herself and child, who were 
deserted about a year after her mar- 
riage by the husband and father. 

The woman's story, told with a dif- 
ficulty showing her inability to con- 
centrate her mind, ts indefinite as to 
dates and localities. To a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday she said that she 
Louls from Sheldon, ‘‘some 
time’ ago, just when she is not cer- 
tain, though the Union Station at- 
taches say she was in the station fully 
48 hours. A Woman traveler saw her 
Wednesday night weeping, questioned 
her and with some difficulty drew from 
her that she had had nothing to eat 
for two days and had rested only as 
the station walting room accommoda- 
tions permitted. 

Deserted by Her Husband. 

The story Was repeated to waiting 
travelers and about $7 collected in a 
few minutes. Then Policeman Murphy 
was called and he had the woman and 
her baby sent to the Central Dispen- 
sary, where examination showed that 
Mrs. Eberle was ¢xtremely weak from 
hunger, so weak that her mind showed 
the effects. 

Forwarded to the hospital, Mrs. Eb- 
erle was placed in the observation ward 
while the little girl, whose name ts 
Gertrude, proceeded to capture the in- 
fant ward, where she has been named

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The very latest estimate of the pop- 
ulation of St. Louis is 710,000. This is 
the official estimate of the Board of 
Health. It is more than the police esti- 
mate, less than the Million Club’s esti- 
mate. 

The Board of Health divides St. Louis 
into seven sanitary divisions, and has 
officers and inspectors in each of them. 
Daily reports are made on improve- 
ments in these districts; on the erection 
of new buildings and any noticeable in- 
crease or decrease in the population. 

With the ajd of these and of the mor- 
tality repofts of births and deaths, thé 
Board of Health arrives at what it be- 
lieves is an accurate estimate. As- 
sistant Health Commissioner Winn and 
Chief Clerk Pallen are in charge of 
the work. 

The Board of Health’s estimate for 
1906 was 695,000. 

The Million Club announced late 
Wednesday that the police returns 
showed a population for St. Louis of 
699,058. This is 55,000 more than the cen- 
sus Bureau at Washington gives. 

The result did not come up to the 
expectations of the members of the 
club, and when the figures were given 
out, they were acocmpanied by a let- 
ter suggesting that a count be taken 
yearly by the police, as the bluecoats 
then would soon become proficient 
census takers and get accurate re- 
sults.

1900 
census, St. Louis has increased its pop- 
ulation about 125,000, which is more than 
3 per cent a year. The normal annual 
in crease in population—that is, the ex- 
cess of births over deaths—is usvfally 
only 1 1-3*per cent.

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St. Louis Physicians and Humanitarians Are Aghast at Dr. Knopff’s| 
Plan to Give Morphine Liberally and Thus Make ‘‘the 
End Come Quickly and Painlessly.’’ 


Hastening death by lberal adminis- 
tration of morphine in hopeless cases 
o* consumption, the sensational recom- 
mendation made by Dr. 8S. A. Knopfft 
of New York, in an address before the 
Pationa! - Tuberculosis Congress’ in 
We shington, D. C., has received no sec- 
ond among physicians, clergymen, edu- 
cators or lawyers in 8t. Louis. 

Dr. Knopff’s remarkable utterance ap- 
peared in a special dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch Wednesday and provoked an 
cutburst of astonishment on all sides. 
His high repute in medical circles here 
and abroad emphasized the startling 
mature of the doctrine which he 
preached to the world at the Tubercu- 
losis Congress. 

‘Emperor William of 
among the notable men who have rec- 
ognized and rewarded Dr. Knopff’s war- 
fare against tuberculosis, in the study 
and treatment of which he has become 
one of the greatest authorities. An im- 
perial decoration and a prize of $500 
for the best treatise on the dread dis- 
€ase were Emperor William's tribute 
to the value of Dr. Knopff’s work. 

In closing his address Dr. Knopft 
dramatically spoke this advice, which 
scems destined to provoke a wider and 
fiercer storm of protest than even Dr. 
Usier’s famous dictum: 

“One thing I wish to say at this 
point,” Dr. Knopff declared, slowly and 
dramatically. ‘It ts my practice and 
your duty, when you see a dying con- 
sumptive before you, to give the suf- 
ferer morphine in plenty, that the end 


May come quickly and patniessly.’’ 


Fight Disease, Not Patients. 


Here are a few opinions given to the 
Post-Dispatch by leaders of professional 
thought in St. Louis: 

Robt. Newton, secretary St. Louis 
Society for the Rellef and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis: Consumption must be 
fought, not consumptives. Once they 
imagine that the hands of the world are 
lifted against them our work becomes 
hopeless. From this “killing” idea 
fear will result. The Osler idea caused 
insanity In many and this will shut 
the doors of the homes of consumptives 
in our faces. 

Dr. BE. H. Little: If the case 
absolutely hopeless and there were dan- 
ger of the disease being transmitted to 
those about him, I think the administra- 
tion of mofphine would be humane. 
There are humane societies that look 
after the lame animals of the street and 
make their sufferings painless yet the 
wortd becomes horrified when a like 
humanity is accorded a human being.

Dr. Justin Steer, Vice-President St 
Louis Society for the Relief and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis: ‘‘No such prac- 
tice prevails in St. Louis. I can’t be- 
lieve that Dr. Knopff would speck as 
quoted.” 

Dr. Adelheid C. Bedal, Woman's Aux- 
iliary Committee: “I never heard of the 
use of morphine in this way. There 
may be a half dozen physicians in the 
whole profession who would advocate 
that kind of treatment, but I know of 


none. Help consumptives, don’t kill 


them.” 
Thinks Knopff Misquoted. 

Dr. Wm. Porter, one of the direct- 
ors in St. Louis of the National Associa- 
tion: “I am quite sure that Dr. Knopff 
never made such a statement. I know 
him personally and he is a brave, kind- 
hearted man who has done excellent 


work for the cause. 
“No reputable physician would make 





a statement of this kind. It is natural 
that patients in the last stages of the 
disease should ask a physician for some-, 
thing to alleviate their sufferings. I have 
been asked that several times. But I! 
would as soon think of blowing out their 
brains with a revolver as of giving them | 
anything that would kill them. 
Action Would Be Homicide. 

Judge William Kinsey, of the Cir- 
cult Court: An act such as that Dr. 
Knopff recommends in the case of a 
hopeless consumptive comes within the 














legal definition of homicide. The law 
holds that the deliberate taking of hu- 
man life, even where there is shown to 
be no hope or means of prolonging it, is 
always a criminal and sometimes a 
capital offense. Dr. Knopff’s is a 
dangerous doctrine—a menace to the 
sanctity and safety of human life. I 
couldn't think of conceding that any 
motive, however, humane, could justify 
the practice he commends. 

Judge Matt. G. Reynolds, of the 
Cireuit Court: No matter with what 
good intention a consumptive or any 
other sufferer might be aeprived of life 
the act would be unlawful and shock- 
ing. I couldn’t subscribe to any such 
teaching. 

F. Louis Soldan, Superintendent of 
Public Schools: Dr. Knopff has made | 
a sweeping statement. The merit and 
force of his doctrine could not be fully | 
and correctly determine. except in an 
individual case and under particular 
circumstances. A general statement | 
can ‘be anSwered only by another gen- | 
eral statement. I don’t care to make | 
that reply. 

Rev. Father David S. Phelan: Dr. 
Knopff has simply suggested murder. 
That’s all there is to it. No one, ex- 
cept by the authority of God, has any 
right to shorten the term of human life. | 
It is permissible, of course, to risk life | 
sometimes in the attempt to save it—as | 
when for instance a limb is amputated | 
to save the body, but there can be no | 
justification for the deliberate infliction | 
of déath such as Dr. Knopff advocates. | 
Tt would be murder—humane motives to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

Rev. William C. Bitting:. I favor | 
all medical skill and resource that will | 
mitigate pain, but I could not counte- | 
nance any such practice as Dr. Knopff | 
advises. Even where death is certain , 
we would have no right to hasten ii. | 
Our obligation would be to prolong life ' 
to the latest minute. Iothing in humsn | 
or divine law permits anything else.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Chicago’s medical profession was startled by the sensa- 
tional declaration made by Dr. 8S.

The idea was denounced on every side as atrocious and a violation of med- 
ical ethics and professional conduct. Doctors are to cure and not to kill, is the

Conscience 
would put a stop to it in a moment. It 
could not possibly go on. 

Dr. L. Blake Baldwin, City Physician: 
There never was a condition where a 
physician would be justified in taking 
the life of his patient. It is the duty of 
the physician to save life, not to de- 
Stroy it. He 1s educated with that pur- 
pose in view. There is no law) either of 
man or God, that could give him the 
right to take a human life or to hasten 
a lingering death. 

Ernest P. Bicknell, superintendent of 
the Chicago Bureau of Charities, added 
his voice to the protest against hasten- 
ing the death of consumptives. 

“If Dr. Knopff hastens the death of 
consumptives by heavy doses of mor- 
phine, why should not another hastan 
the death of a sufferer from some other 
disease in the same way?” asked Mr. 
Bicknell. ‘““Why limit the drugs to mor- 
phine? Why, in fact, limit the quietus 
to a drug?’’ 

“Doctors have no more right to take 
life than anybody else.”"" said Dr. H., 

Davis, in charge of the Detention 

Hospital. “I do not agree with Dr: 
pe. It is true that consumptives 
coming in. contact with other persons 
may spread the disease, but there ig a 





better way of stopping the spread than 
by killing the consumptive. All that 
would be necessary would be to sepa. 
rate them.”

Until Rockefe'ler appeared, 
he knew of no law that prohibited a 
man from bringing down any buck that 
crossed his path, or taking trout from 
any stream worth fishing. Rockefeller 
changed this order of things, buying 
the mountaineers’ land right and left. 

Lamora Not So Easy. 

When. -t came to dealing with La- 
mora, however, Rockefeller and his 
agents discovered that they had a hard 
nut to crack. Lamora refused to sell. 
He declared he was going to finish his 
life in Brandon. Rockefeller’s attor- 
neys have claimed ever since that La- 
mora wants such an outrageous 
ampgunt for the ground he owns that 
they will never consent to pay it. 

No sooner had Lamora disclosed his 
attitude than he began to feel the 
heavy hand of the millionaire. One 
action in which he was accused of fish- 
ing on the Rockefeller estate went to 
the Court of Appeals and it was de- 
cided that the stream from Which La- 
mora had taken his fish was a pub- 
lic waterway, stocked by State Hatch- 
eries. In another suit for trespass 
Rockefeller got a judgment for 17 cents 
against Lamora. This was appealed 
and confirmed, putting the costs of 
the suit, amounting to $700, on Lamora. 
There is no personal property to levy 
on, so the judgment will run against La- 
mora’s land. 

Caused Old Soldier to Be Fined. 

A few weeks ago Lamora was fined 
$100 for having been caught with deer 
meat in his possession. The old man 
asserts that it was a plot of Rocke- 
feller that got him into trouble. His 
defense was that one evening a man 
asked to be harbored in his cabin. He 
was ‘a hunter, and he gave Laomora 
and his wife a chunk of venison. La- 
mora put it in his pork barrel. The 
first thing the following morning two 
game wardens appeared, went directly 
to the’ pork barrel and uncovered the 
venison.

Two Known Dead, Police Be- 
lieve Other Bodies Are in 
the Ruins. 








TWO COUNTESSES HURT 


Thorough Search of University 
Building Debris Impossible 
ct Present. 








(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

KANSaS CITY, May 9.—Search for 
bodies was begun at daylight this 
morning in the rufhs of the University 
Building at Ninth and Locust streets, 
destroyed by fire yesterday. One body, 
at least, is known to be in the debris, 
that of Miss Aurora Witterbart, an 
artist.. and it is believed that others 
may be found. 

The fire ‘was still smouldering this 
morning and it will be late in the day 
before a thorough search can be made. 
The known dead now number two, Miss 


Wittebart and Prof. Beorges de Mare. 

It is believed that all of the injured 
will recover. The most seriously hurt 
is Miss Alexandra Blumberg, the Rus- 
Sian countess, whose skull was fractur- 
ed in a fall from a ladder. Her con- 
dition this morning was considered 
serious, but Dr. Eugenia Metzgér, her 
physician, with whom she made her 
home, expressed the belief that the 
countess would recover. 

Countess Alexanda aAndrevna Blum- 
berg, an artist, shared a studio on the 
third floor with Dr. Metzger. She was 
taken to the Swedish Hospital in a 
Semi-conscious condition and Dr. Metz- 
ger and the entire hospital force bent 
all their energies toward saving her 
life. She was conscious at times during 
the night and this morning was reponed 
somewhat improved. 


Two Countesses Hurt. 

Countess Blumberg is the daughter of 
4a Russian nebleman, Count Andre 
Blumberg, once a member of the Privy 
Council of the Czar, who fell. under 
the displeasure of the crown and was 
exiled, after his immense estates had 
been confiscated. 

His daughter went to Paris soon after 
the death of her parents and studied 
art for several years, being a pupil of 
Bouguereau, Courtois and James Mc- 
Neil Whistler. She has traveled in 
many countries and speaks several lan- 
guages. Her father was a victim of a 
friend who had charge of his affairs 
and absconded, after spending his for- 
tune in Nihilist schemes, thus compro- 
mising Blumberg so seriously that he 
was accused unjustly of aiding the 
Nihilists and lost his estates. 

The Countess is a painter of exquisite 
portraits and is a woman of great ar- 
tistic talent. She has been in this 
country only a little more than a year, 
coming from Paris with Dr. Metzger, 
who is a physician and surgeon of note. 
A great many relics, jewels and valu- 
able miniatures were destroyed in the 
fire. Among them was the great seal 
of her father, which was 300 years old. 

Well-Known Artist Killed. 

Georges de Mare, who lost his life 
by jumping from his studio on the 
fifth floor, came of a family more than 
noted in the art’ world. His maternal! 
grandfather was G. P. A. Healey. one 
of the greatest of American painters, 
who had painted portraits of Clay, Lin- 
coln and other notables. His father, 
who was a noted painter in Paris, died 
in that city a few years ago. 

The professor himself was born in this 
country, but was educated and lived 
in Paris until a few years ago. He 
held various responsible positions in 
leading art institutions of the country, 
especially in Chicago. His mother and 
two sisters live in Denver, another sig- 
ter is in Paris, and two aunts, Mrs. 
Judge Hill and Mrs. Bailey, live in Chi- 
cago.

Classmate of Hadley of Mis- 
souri Makes State Realize 
He Is Attorney-General. 





BEHIND BREWERY MOVE 


Nominated as “Unknown,” but 
Even the Harvester Trust 
Knows Him Now. 








TOPEKA, Kan., May 9. 

YEAR ago, when the campaign 
A before the meeting of the Repub- 

lican State Convention in Kansas 
was beginning and was gaining head- 
way day by day, State Senator George 
E. Tucker from Eureka, Greenwood 
County, packed his valise and boarded 
the train for Topeka, the mecca of the 
politicians 

When the train arrived in Topeka, he 
boarded a street car and rode to the 
door of the Copeland Hotel—"‘Copeland 
County” as it is called in political par- 
lance because of its being the stamping 
ground of the politicians. 

Tucker marched into the Copeland, 
checked his valise, registered and threw 
himself into the surging, milling, but- 
ton-holing crowd. The cigar smoke 
hung heavy in the lobby of the hotel. 
In the upper rooms conferences were 
being held between the big and the lit- 
tle bosses. 

The preliminary skirmishes were be- 
ing made for the battie that was to 
be waged against the Democrats on the 
politieal field in the campaign. 

The first politician that Tucker could 
button-hole in “Copeland County” he 
drew out of the milling herd and get- 
ting him in a corner said: 

Why Just Fred 8S. Jackson. 

“T’ve a notion that we have a man 
in Greedwood County who would make 
a@ good Attorney-General.”’ 

“Who?” asked the politician. 

“A young fellow named Jackson,” 
said Tucker. ‘‘A good lawyer and a 
man with energy.”’ 

“Who is he?” asked the politician. 

“Why, just Fred S. Jackson,” said 
Tucker. ‘He is one of the assistant 
attorney-generals.”’ 

That was the launching of the boom 
for Jackson for Attorney-General. 

The politicians had made up their 
Slate for the State ticket and the attor- 
ney-generalship was generally conceded 
to a Northern Kansas lawyer. 

Tucker kept on buttonholing and “‘cut- 
ting out’’ leaders from the herd in the 
Copeland to tell them about Jackson. 
The name of Jackson went from tongue 
to tongue. The politicians’ slate was 
cracked. Then it began to break, and 
before the convention it was smashed, 
and when the convention adjourned 
red S. Jackson had been named for 
Attorney-General. 

Even when he was nominated there 
were not a hundred persons outside 
Greenwood County who knew Jackson. 

All Know Jackson Now. 

Ask anybody in Kansas now who is 
Fred Jackson, and théy will tell you 
that he is the man who has put the big 
breweries to rout in Kansas; the man 
who has cut the claws of the Har- 
vester Trust; the man who has started 


criminal proceedings against the Stand- 
ard Oil; the man who Is enforcing the 
Kansas Anti-Trust laws and the Kan- 
sas prohibitory law, as they were never 
before enforced. 

Fred 8. Jackson is » Jerome-Folk- 
Heney prosecutor of Kansas. 

Jackson startled all Kansas two weeks 
ago by bringing an action in the Kan- 
sas Supreme Court to have receivers 
appointed for all of the property in 
the State owned by breweries, on the 
ground that as Kansas has a prohib- 
itory law, breweries were violating that 
law by maintaining agencies in the 
State, and that because of the viola- 
tion of the pohibitory law the brew- 
eries had never complied with the Kan- 
sas corporation laws, and therefore had 
no right to do business in the State 
ner to own or hold property. 

The action came as 1 thunderbolt 
from a cloudless sky. The breweries, 
or many of them, tried to have their 
eents sy up bag and baggage and 
leave the State before the receivers 
could be named. One company moved 
out of Wichita on a freight~train at 
midnight and crossed tne ftate tine 
into Oklahoma with the stock of liquors 
intact. 

The Supreme Court named Judge 8. 
H. Allen. Judge . BF. Garver and 
Jeo. H. Whitcomb, all prominent law- 
yers of Topeka, as receivers far the 
breweries, and they are now in pos- 
session of the Imperial, Pabst, Heim,

T the earth shows it as a nebypious 
star, still intensely hot, and with 
no solid nucleus, 
axis, and.at the same time

bit. The earth at present revolves on its 
axis in 24 hours. But it is steadily los- 
ing time. The tides caused by the sun 
and moon form a friction brake precise- 
ly analogous to that which is used on 
the wheels of railway carriages or mo- 
tor cars. The retardation thus caused 
amounts only to a lengthening of the 
day by one second in about a thousand 
centuries. 

Calculating this secular retardation 
backwards, Prof. Darwin showed that 
there must have been a time when the 
day was only two or three hours in 
length. The effect of tidal friction also 
operates on the moon, which is con- 
stantly traveling away from the-earth, 
and at the same time revolving more 
slowly. Working this problem also 
backwards, Prof. Darwin was able to 
show that there must have been a timé 
‘when the earth was rotating in a period 
~of between two and three hours, and 
the moon was revolving around it at 
the same period at a distance almost 
inappreciable. 


The Origin of the Moon. 

It cannot be a mere coincidence that 
the calculation of the moon’s motion, 
when it was all but in contact with the 
earth, shows that it must have made a 
complete revolution in something be- 
tween two and two and a half hours.

NOTREVOLUTIONISTS 


Celts of Slavic Race Are Quietly 
Waiting for the Proper 
P Opportunity, 


The Pole in Russia, the impetuous, 
emotional, enthusiastic patriot, the Celt 
of the Slavic race as he has been called 
—why is he not a firebrand among Rus- 
sian revolutionaries? This is asked by 
a writer in the Literary Digest: 

Then he proceeds to answer his own 
question. The Pole, he says, has his 
own political grievances, he also has his 
political ideal and his political dream, 
but he remains as silent as apparently 
uninterested during the bursting of 
bombs, the incendiary gatherings, the 
election struggles of Russian as Welling- 
ton’s reserves stood while French artil- 
lery was mowing down the squares in 
Wavry road. This apparent anomaly is 
explained by Francois Morawski in La 
Revue of Paris. 

We would hardly expect to have Ger- 
many handled with excessive tender- 
ness, tolerance or courtesy in the Pol- 
ish article of a French review. The 
Poles, he says are preserving their neu- 
trality for fear of playing into Ger- 
many’s hands. While Germany would 
like to see a Polish insurrection, would 
greet with joy the sight of a Polish 
coalition in arms and gladly join Rus- 
sia in crushing united Poland at the 
point of the sword, the best policy of 
the Poles is at present a policy of con- 
ciliation. Accordingly, as Mr. Morawski 
observes, the Poles within the Russian 
frontiers, in spite of the way in which 
their lands are being bought up and 
settled by Germans by means of subsi- 
dies distributed .v a pan-Germanizing 
government and in spite of the suppres- 
sion of the Polish language in the 
schools, could not be incensed into 
armed resistance. 

“But this coyld perhaps be done in 


Russia!’ Accerdingly the German press 
have even encouraged the revolution- 





aries in Russia in hones that the Poles 
would take fire. “A gentine and down- 
right revolt of the Poles in Russia— 
what a magnificent chance it offered! 
What new horizons opened out of Po- 
land's watchful friend at the very 
thought.” But, to quote-Mr. morawski: 

“Prussia was on the watch for the 
auspicious moment! We have seen how 
her calculations miscarried. The Poles 
in Russia saw the danger and parriea 
it in time. Without ceasing their de- 
mand for the restoration of ancient 
rights, they avoid even the suspicion of 
contemplating an armed rising. While 
Moscow was raising barricades, every 
national party in Poland condemned 

















socialistic anarchy and openly accused 
the local bureauocracy of trying to 
prove themselves indispensable by fa- 
voring disorders and keeping up the 
state of siege which was paralyzing 
all legal and patriotic activity. 


Sales Were Moderate. 


At the first duma, the Polish 
ties were conspicuous for their modera- 
tion, and when after the dissolution of 
that duma the opposition formulated the 
famous manifesto of Viborg, the Poles 
refused to sign it. Thereupon the Rus- 
sian Government, as if in recognition 
of this, made certain concessions, very 
inadequate, it is true, to Poland's na- 
tional requirements, but still sufficient 
io mark an advance in the re-establish- 
ment of a good understanding betwee, 
the two principal Slavic peoples. The

Fishing Tackle Should Be Eco- 
nomically Husbanded for 
the Results Pay, 


All fisting rods should have the great- 
est care, be they. of solid. wood, split 
bamboo, or steel. Scrape the rough 
places carefully with the sharp edge of 
a piece of broken glass, then revarnish 
with good coach or piano varnish laid 
thinly on with a camel-hair brush.

RELIABILITY TRIAL 
FOR TOURING CARS, 


It Will Be Started in Scotland 
Next Month. 


From Harper's Weekly. 

The. Scottish reliability trial for tour- 
ing cars, which will begin June 25 and 
end June.29 next, will afford an excel- 
lent opportunity for the manufacturers 
of American touring cars to make good 
their claim that their output equals in 
reliability and staying qualities the bes: 
of the foreign manufactures. The course 
over which the trial will be conducted 
will be from Glasgow to Inverness, a 


distance of 754% miles. 
At the Scottish trials last year five 


American touring cars were _ entered, 
and while making a good showing as to 
reliability, were rather outclassed in the 
matters of hill climbing and fuel con- 
sumption. These Scottish trials have a 
great effect upon public opinion in 
Europe and other divisions, as people 
are beginning to realize that the best 
machine is the one which will give the 
most. satisfaction under, not the best, 
but the worst conditions.

Methods in Treating Prominent 
Boston Woman Produce Val. 
uable Medical Discovery. 


The saving of the life of Mrs. Curtis 
Guild, wife of the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, by “opsonic” treatment after 
typhoid and other toxic complications 
had followed an operation for appendi- 
citis, emphasizes, says the New York 
Times, the value of a very recent dis- 
covery of medical sctence. 

The French doctors, headed by Metch- 
nikoff of the Pasteur Institute, had 
taught that the defense of the blood 
against invading armies of microbes 
is the white corpuscles, which ..re seen 
to attack and devour the bacteria. Sir 
Almroth E. Wright and Capt. Douglas 
of St. Mary's Hospital, London, and 
later the Germans, Neufeld and Rim- 
pau, have demonstrated that the white 
blood corpuscles are merely scavengers, 
not slayers, the germs they swallow 
being killed by components of the blood 
serum Called “‘opsonins,”’ roughly trans- 
lated “‘butchers.’”’ 

When the microbe-butchering constit- 
uents of the serum lack potency noth- 
ing can resist the onsjaught of an in- 
fectious disease. But if the germs are 
vanquished the opsonic power is height- 
ened, the tient is immune, and the 
disease seldom if ever recurs. 

Antitoxins derived from the immun- 
ized serum of animals already cure 
diphtheria and tetanus. Lately careful- 
ly graduated doses of sterilized bacilli 
such as produce typhoid, consumption 
and pneumonia have been injected di- 
rectly into human veins, thus increas- 
ing the “resistance’’ of the subject. This 
treatment is for persons with ‘‘weak 
constitutions,"’ samples of their blood

Neighbors say 
that when the couple returned home in 
the evening and announced their wed- 
ding, the father drove both of them 
from the house, the girl in her white 
nuptial gown and the Chinaman cling- 
ing to a grip.
